sor Charles T. Bruos, of H arvard 
university in an address before 
the medical science saction of the 
American association for the ad* 
et silence todav, 
He 
indicated that th ere may be an­ 
other serious outbrak in the Uni­ 
ted States soon possibly durihg 
1923. 
Th** epidemic prevalence of pa­ 
ralysis, he said had been striking­ 
ly interm ittent, with a tendency 
to exacerbation every second or, 
more notably, every seventh year. 
If this frequency is repeated we 
may soon exneot another serious 
outbreak in the United States pos* 
sibly during 1923. 
Practically all the epidemics of 
the disease, said Dr. Braes, occur 
during the summer. 
General Harry Taylor, of the 
United States army engineer corps 
speaking on Hie problem of con­ 
trolling, floods of the Mississippi 
and Missouri rivers, said that re­ 
forestation of the water 
sheds 
would not be practicable for this 
purpose.
